Immediate Induction into Army is Fate 
Promised Slackers.

ASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—Thirteen million Americans will register 
W under the new draft law September 7. If Congress delays the 

Araft bill the registration will be postponed to September 14 or 
some subsequent Saturday. This because September 5 will interfere with 
primary elections in several States. Furthermore, Saturday is a half holi- 
day over most of the country until October 1, and holding the registra- 
tion will interfere the least with industry if held on Saturday. 

No male person who has reached his eighteenth birthday or whe 
has not reached his forty-sixth birthday can escape the draft. Fallure 
to register will carry a penalty of loss of any exemption he might have 
had, with immediate induction into the army and possible prosecution for 
a misdemeanor. 

The present draft machinery will 
be expanded to take care of the in- 
crease which amounts to approx. 
mately 150 per cent. of the burden 
of the first draft. Ten million were 
handled then and this draft will 
call for 13,000,000. Twenty-one- 
year-old men in between bring the 
total up to 26,000,000 men upon the 
rolis of the Provost-Marshal-Gen- 
eral’s office. 

ADVANCE WORK DONE.

PARIS, Aug. 16.—The key to the 
entire war situation, according to 
Opinion here, Nes very probably in 
Russia. In his insatiable greed for 
expansion at other peoples expense 
the German has, in vulgar, but ex- 
pressive, phrase, bitten off more than 
he can swallow, and his boasted 
“conquests” in Russia are bidding 
fair to prove his ruin on the western 
front. 

The entire Russian situation, how- 
ever, is for the moment admittedly 
a mystery. Many people here in- 
“line to the view that the Germans, 
in view of their critical shortage of 
man power, are deliberately seeking 
a breach\with the Maximalists in 
order to have a pretext for seizing 
Petrograd which would give them an 
excuse to withdraw their troops 
from the interior of Russia and to 
take up a shorter line nearer home. 

On the other hand there is a great 
probability that the Germans, in 
face of the opening of the Allied 
campaign in beria and on the 
White Sea, are preparing to accept 
the inevitable and fall back de- 
cause they are not able, through 
sheer lack of men, to undertake a 
fresh Russian campaign with any 
chance of success. .

CAMP LEWIS (Tacoma) Aug. 16. 
—At 15 o'clock today students of 
the fourth officers’ training school 
here were told by their own and of- 
ficers of foreign countries here, to 
aid in their training. what was 
wrong with the trench raids they 
carried out under gas and shell fire 
at an earlier hour.

PARIS, Aug. 16.—-The French 
troops have made an important 
advance on a front of two and 
cne-half miles west of Roye, ac- 
cording to the War Office state- 


ment today. 

The French progress was in 
the region of Villers-les-Roye, 
about two and one-haif miles 
west of Roye, St. Aurin and 
Armancourt. 

In Champagne the French 
took prisoners and alsc checked 
a German raid. The statement 
reads: 

“On the Avre front French 
troops have made progress in 
the region of Villers-les-Roye 
and St. Aurin. East of Arman- 
court our troops have occupied 
the cid first lines. 

“In Champagne we took pris- 
oners in the sector of Perthes- 
les-Hurlus and repulsed an ene- 
my raid east of Meisons-Cham- 
pagne. Elsewhere og the front 
there was no activity.”

MISSOULA MIKE 
AT WORLD HIKE. 


Watches Soldiers of All Va- 
Teaches Frenchmen to Shin up 
Statue for Seat. 


. Tells Why His Old Irish Bud- 


dies Fight the Boche.

PARIS, July 14.— “This whole 
thing don’t seem real—these doings 
today and what has happened to me 
in the last eighteen months,” ejac- 
ulated Missoula Mike, the marine, 
balancing himself on a corner of the 
Statue de Strasburg as a platoon of 
Canadians wheeled into the Place de 
la Concorde, where the Bastille Day 
parade was “pooling” itself, filling 
the vast open space with soldiers as 
water fills the ocean. 

Missoula Mike had been the first 
human being in the world to size up 
this statue as having certain sight- 
seeing advantages. The idea of using 
their statues for reserved seats had 
never occurred to the Parisians. 
With something like 500,000 people 
balanced on their bunions on the 
pavement and stretching to see over 
each others heads until their necks 
didn’t seem much bigger than pleces 
of Missoula Mike shinned 
Tight up the sheer side of the base 
of the statue, which was sort of a 


On the way up he kicked a couple 
of leaves out of a -stone 
wreath with one of his hoofs. Three 
Paris policemen saw the whole per- 
formance, but pretended not to. 
They are the most accommodating 
cops that you ever saw, 
with the Americans. 

HUMAN DECORATIONS. 


In spite of his bum ankle, Mike 
went up the side, which looked like 
a job for a “human fly.“ This was 
an inspiration to other Sammies, 
and struck a bunch of Pollus as a 
good idea. Said marble image was 
kicked in the ribs and mauled in 
the bread basket by a mob of sol- 
diers swarming up its sides, and in 
less than two minutes the noble 
statue was covered with exterior deo- 
orations of khaki and biue. 

Can you beat it? They began 
building statues and holding parades 
in Paris as soon as the first town 
lots were staked out, but in all those 
centuries nobody ever thought of 
climbing the frame of a stone lady 
or other work of art so as to “pipe 
off” the big doings. It remained for 
an American to import the idea. 

“This stone ain't as soft as a board 
in the right-fleld bleachers, an’ I 
doubt whether it’s any safer than a 
gallery seat in Tom McCarey's old 
fight shed, concerning which Frankie 
Sullivan once wrote me a letter,“ re- 
sumed Missoula Mike. “So if I'm 
dreamin’, be careful not to shove. 
fellers. If anything more happens 
to this bum ankle I won't be able 
to stay in the big league and kill 
Germans. 


“You recall me tellin’ you about 
having twisted it in that Chatty- 
Terry fight? Well, that’s how I got 
to see this parade today. I marched 
in the e on the Fourth in spite 
of it. it ain't in fightin’ trim yet, 
and when the bunch went back to 
the front I was told to stay down in 
little old Paree for a couppla weeks. 
Lookin’ at a parade is far different 
from seein’ one. When marchin’ 
about, all you see is the feller in 
front of you, who unconsciously 
shuts off the rest of the view. 

“I had thrills at Chatty-Terry: I 
had different kind of thrills while 
marchin’ along the Champs-Elysees, 
and an entirely new brand of thrills 
while doin’ the innocent bystander 
stunt today. If I keep on havin’ 
thrilis it'll wind up m a fit of nos od 
A man's system can't stand it. 

“Here I am seein’ history bein’ 
made, whereas once I never expected 
to see nothin’ more than a mile from 

Queenstown wharves. 

“I reckon these two parades was 
about the greatest things that ever 
happened, either to look at or be in. 
They put it all over those pageants 
which the royal bums used to pull, 
because they stood for something. 
There were no slaves in these two 
parades. Every mother's son of a 
marcher was a free and untram- 
meled fightin’ gent. Seemed to me 
today there was nearly every race 
under the sun—-white, black, brown 
and still others with just a burnt 
sienna flavor in the face — bands 
playin’ in seventeen different lan- 
guages, helmets glistening, plumes 
wavin’' and bayonets flashin’. 

“It seemed like a movin’ picture of 
the world was bein’ unreeled along 
the Avenue Bois du Boulogne. Yea, I 
first saw the parade down there, and 
came here for the finish. It was out 
there by the Bois that the revolution- 
ists cut down the trees to barricade 
the streets 80 as to make the ridin’ 
rough for kings and such like. 80 
it was very historic as regards the 

Every man in that 
ne had a fightin’ face that would 
make Jim Jeffries look like a pacifist 
sufferin®’ with malaria. They was 
spollin® to whip the Germans, and I 
think they hated to take a day off. 
ADMIRES NAPOLEON. 


“Guess I told you how I felt while 
in’ down the Aro du 
Triomphe on the Fourth—just like 
I was walking on alr when I re- 
membered that Napoleon's fightin’ 
bunch had marched along there 
once upon a time with drums 
beatin’ and bugles dlarin'. 

“Now, I know as well as the next 
feller that we are fightin’ so there 
won't be any more war, but I can't 
help havin’ a quiet admiration for 
Napoleon, who was the best fighter 
among the Bonaparte boys. I've just 
been readin’ up on him, and the 
dope book says that Nap used to 
charge at the head of his troops. 
The Kaiser says Napoleon's life al- 
ways was an inspiration to him, but 
it never inapired him far enough to 
do anything like that. He's gen- 
erally to be found skulking around a 
hundred miles behind the lines, 
where it's quieter than Philadelphia 
on Sunday when the Athletics are 
playin’ at home. Why, the Kaiser 
ain't got as much guts as a nat that 
never started growin’. He sleeps 
with all the windows closed because 
he’s afraid of the night air. War 
lord, hell! 

“This mornin“ I went up and took 
a look ever the spot where the Bas- 
tille, or city hoosegow, used to stand 
before the voters removed it from 
the map. When these French people 
start anything they sure do a clean 
job. They strike me ag thorough- 

Somebody either inside the 
country or outside of it is always 
pesterin® at em. When they finally 
get rid of the royal highbinders in 
their midst. the Germans begin 
pickin’ at ‘em every forty years or 
so. Yet they go right on puttin’ up 
monuments and fine buildings and 
makin’ valuable inventions between 


fights. 
“Then, as if she didnt 


enough fightin’ to do on her own 
hook, a lot of us let her fight the 
battles of the rest of the world for 
three years. When the Germans 
needed stoppin’, she was always on 
the job, whether at the Marne, in 
Flanders or in Italy. She's fought 
the Germans all around the ring. 
Now that the bunch ts over here, 
we're goin’ to mop up with Germany 
so completely that beside her a 
grease spot will look like the map 
of Siberia. We hope this will give 
France a breathin’ spell of a few 
thousand years at least. 

“That parade today sure was the 
greatest show on earth, an’ this like 
all the rest of the big stuff I'm seein’ 
isn't costin® me a sou. An' there 
is still lots of room in the band- 
wagon. Any young feller that passes 
up this scrap must have skimmed 
milk which has been watered in his 
arteries. 

“But that parade. First comes 
our own doughiboys, all of em wear- 
in’ service stripes or medals. All 
of em veterans, and none of em in 
the pork-and-bean class any more. 
Then comes Great Briton’s fightin’ 
brigade—Englishmen, Scotchmen, 
Irishmen, Welshmen, Australians, 
Cenadiana, South Africans and New 
Zealanders, all of ‘em main-event 
performers. An’ right there's where 
I had the surprise of my innocent 
young life. Who should I see march- 
in’ in that British division but Joe 
Murphy, one of my old water front 
gang who onct got sore because I 
cussed the Germans for killin’ all 
those kids on the Lusitania. The 
sight of him in there almost jarred 
me of this pedestal But Fu ten 
about him and the rest of the gang 
later. 

“Then comes the Greeks. followed 
by battalions of Poles, Serbians and 
a bunch they called Czech-Slavs, or 
words to that effect, all in their dit- 
ferent uniforms and one of the 
fightenest lookin’ gangs that I ever 
saw. Along next comes a lot of 
Senegalese, a battalion of French 
infantry and a squadron of those 
go-get-em-kids, the French Chase- 
urs. Don't think for a minute 
that I'm goin’ to forget the Belgiume. 
These boys had been in at Ypres and 
a lot of the other hard fightin’, and 
ranked among the headliners. 

“Then there was all kinds of bands 
playin’ and pretty women runnin’ 
out and stickin' flags and flowers all 
over the soldiers. I'm tellin you the 
world ain't ever seen nothin’ like it 
before except on the Fourth. 

“Not until I sat up here on the 
thumb nal] of this statue and saw 
the whole thing did I get it into my 
nut how near all the civilized na- 
tions are lined up to lick Germany. 
The Kaiser when he looks over the 
map must feel like a dirty deuce in 
a new deck. 


“But about Joe Murphy. and the 
rest of the bunch. Forgot to tell 
you of another jolt I had. Yester- 
day I found out that Tom Daley t& 
a member of my regiment of Ma- 
rines, and marched only about a 
block behind me on the Fourth. 

“T told you two weeks ago how I 
was born in Queenstown, and how 
my bunch dictated affairs to a large 
extent along the water front. An’ 
how when after the Lasitania was 
sunk and they brought in all those 
women and children with their 
white, drawn faces still in death, I 
asked the bunch what England had 
to do with that, an they seld every- 
thing. You know, I said I guessed 
that was right, but the faces of those 
women and children kept hauntin’ 
me at night until I went to America 
to forget about it. Then you re- 
member about when the call came 
for volunteers I said this ain't no sort 
of a job for a man with fightin’ blood 
in his veins, and throwin’ away my 
Pick, went over to Missoula and en- 
listed with the Marines. 

“Tom Daley tells me that while 
he tried to keep on hatin’ England, 
as a regular Irishman is supposed to, 
he kept seein’ those faces too, and 
finally couldn't stand it no longer. 
Me said one night he woke up an' 
t seemed that one of them—the 
one with golden hair and blue eyes 
and a baby face—-seemed to point an 
accusin’ finger at him. So he de- 
cides to beat it to America, and try 
to forget it. At least, he figures it 
will be easier to hate England over 
there, where the accusin’ finger 
probably wouldn't follow him. But 
he gets no farther West than Dodge 
City when, Irishlike he suddenly, and 
he says for no apparent reason. 
steps up to the counter and asks for 
a fightin’ job as a Marine. He was 
tn on the big doin’s at Chatty-Terry. 

“Our old bunch just seemed to 
get swallowed up in the war. I 
guess the faces of those murdered 
women and kids caused an epidemic 
of enlistin® among us. Simply 
couldn't get away from it. It's in 
our nature to hate anything Uke 
that, and without hardly knowin’ it 
we got to hatin’ the Germans worse 
than anything else in the world. 

“Con Clancy dropped from his old 
haunts along the water front, and 
nothin’ is heard from him for a 
good many months: Then one day 
he comes rolling along the pier all 
Gogged up in a blue uniform, with a 
dinky little cap over one ear. Says 
he's been on a United States destroy- 
er for three months, and ta of the 
opinion that huntin' German sea 
skunks te one of the greatest sports 
in the world. They brought in a 
bunch of survivors, some of which 
wasn't survivors because they had 
died of cold and hunger before be- 
ing picked up. 

“I guess Clancy’s appearance in 
that uniform was the finishin’ punch 
as far as the old gang was con- 
cerned. I already told you that Con 
Murphy ts ia the British infantry. 
He ast for a place in the shock 
troops. Says he was sunnin’ him- 
self on the grass the other day back 
of the Flanders front, when a big 
airplane all shot up with bullets 
swooped down and lit not three yards 
from him. The feller in it was 
swearin’' a blue streak because he 
got only two of the three German 
machines that he attacked. Then he 
pulls off his goggles and headgear, 
and from behind them steps out 
Pete Darmody— Pete Darmody in 
the Royal Flying Corps. Admitted 
he couldn't stand it any longer Said 
those white, sufferin’' faces with the 
wet hair streamin' down over ‘em 
would a driven him bughouse if he 
hadn't gone to fightin’. He says Pat 
Powers is his flying mate when hey 
fight in pairs. Pat was over to 
Liverpool the other day and he ran 
onto Bud Gallagher. Bud was on the 
Vindictive the night the old girl put 
a stopper in Zeebrugge. As a re- 
sult he's pretty well bunged up, but 
will be back on the job inside of six 
weeks. 

“Pat gotta a chance to go home 
awhile back, an’ says there's only 
one of the gang left. Found him 
sittin’ on the wharf hummin’ a hymn 
of hate which included America, 
England. France and most every 
country but Germany. I won't give 
you his name. Anyway, he don't 
belong to our order no more. It's 
an Irish name all right, but I think 
his father stole it off a dead Irish- 
man. His old man used to run a 
delicatessen. We always thought 
that was a queer turn for Irish- 
man to takg. Now there's no more

SPY-TRAP JAWS 
CLOSE ON HUNS. 


Aliens in Future Must Obtain 
American Passports. 


Loophole, Through Which 
Germans Fled, Stopped. 


Teuton Agents from Abroad 
Under L. S. Espionage. 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 
‘(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16. — The 
government tightened the jaws of 
the trap for German spies today 
when a proclamation and executive 
order were issued by the President 
compelling allens to obtain permits 
from the State Department for de- 
parture from the country after Sep- 
tember 15. 

Heretofore American citizens have 
been required to cbtain passports 
before going, abroad and to explain 
to the State Department the neces- 
sity of their trips, while aliens have 
been permitted to depart freely 
without making applications for per- 
mits or explaining their trips. The 
new regulations, based on the aliens’ 
control law, passed May 22, last, 
placing aliens in this respect on a 
basis similar to that of citizens. 

“It is believed,” the State Depart- 
ment says in a statement explaining 
the new regulations, “that many 
aliens have been leaving the United 
States as German agents carrying in- 
formation abroad for use of the ene- 
my. The new law is designed to 
prevent the departure of all such 
enemies of the United States. 

SPIES ENTER FREELY. 


“On the other hand considerable 
difficulty has also been experienced 
in preventing the arrival of persons 
who have been commissioned by the 
German espionege bureau to work 
in the United States. Frequently it 
has been found that consular offi- 
cers, ignorant of the identity of ap- 
plicants for passport vises, have 
countersigned the documents when 
presented to them, and ns 
whose mission is to destroy life and 
property in the United States have 
not experienced the slightest diffi- 
culty In engaging passage on steam- 
ship lines bound for ports in this 
oar and landing here unmolest- 


Numerous prominent German 
agents have taken advantage of the 
hitherto-inadequate regulations gov- 
erning the departure of aliens from 
the United States and have man- 
aged to evade the Federal authori- 
ties and leave the country. The 
State Department cites the following 
instances: 

Robert Fay, notorious organizer of 
German bomb plots, one of the meet 
dangerous and able representatives 
of the Kaiser's espionage agents who 
have operated in the United States, 
effected his escape from the Fed- 
eral prison at Atlanta, 

ESCAPE UNHAMPERED. 

Unhampered by the necessity for 
obtaining proper credentials and 
documents to enable him tc leave 
the United States, he apparently 
found little difficulty in eluding the 
proper authorities and quickly es- 
caped to foreign soil without the 
jurisdiction of the United States au- 
thorities. 

Franz von Rintelen found similar 
slight difficulties in leaving the 
United States in evasion of the ex- 
isting passport regulations. 

Walter Scheele, associated with 
and employed by Fay in manufac- 
turing bombs and planting them on 
merchant ships leaving American 
ports, becoming frightened at the in- 
creasing vigilance of the Federal au- 
thorities and the results of their 
preliminary investigations, fied from 
the country, and for months his 
whereabouts were unknown tc the 
authorities, who had no means of 
checking up on his port of destina- 
tion. 

All three are now in custody of 
the United States, but only after ef- 
forts by various branches cf the gov- 
ernment over extended periods. 

Fay's capture in Spain was report- 
ed yesterday. 

Other German agents whose pres- 
ence under surveillance is held by 
the State Department to be “highly 
desirable” ere engaged in danger- 
ous enemy activities in neutral and 
enemy countries. The names of 
these agents were withheld. 

Another concern of government of- 
fictals is the departure of many draft 
evaders fcr points outside the United 
States, which will be blocked under 
administration of the new law. 


PASSPORT RULES. 


The State Department rules fol- 
low: 

“Allens desiring to leave the 
United States will be required to 
make application to the Immigrant 
inspector or United States District 
Attcrney nearest his last place of 
residence. Aliens living east of the 
Mississippi shall make such applica- 
tion not leas than fourteen days, nor 
more than twenty-eight days, before 
the date of the proposed sailing. 
These living west of the Missiasipp! 
shall make application not leas than 
eighteen days, nor more than twen- 
ty-eight days, before date of. sailing. 
Each alien must also submit a pass- 
port issued, renewed or vised with- 
in ten days prior to the date of such 
application, and must bring with 
him as witness an American ciffeen 
who can testify to the truth of the 
facts stated in his applicaticn.

I VETERANS FILL 
LONGEST TRAIN, 


Country's Biggest Single Unit 
Goes from Here. 


Portland Encampment. Likely 
Last on Coast. 


Union Nurse, Aged Eighty. 
Four, Picturesque Figure. 


The country’s largest single deler 
gation of Civil War veterans to at- 
tend the national encampment of 
the G. A. R., which is to be held this 
year in Portland, Or., from August 
18 to 26, left the Southern Pacitic 
station last night at 8:45. With 
twelve coaches filled with veterans 
and their families, railroad officials 
said that it wag the longest passen- 
ger train ever pulled out of the 
Southern Pacific station. There 
were 358 delegates in all. 


The delegation was under the 
supervision of Commander R. C. 
Martin of Bartlett-Logan Post, No. 
6. Other local posts represented 
were Robley D. Evans Post No. 200, 
Stantorm Post No. 55, Kenesaw ost 
and posts from many towns in Los 
Angeles county. 

Gen. P. H. Barry, governor of the 
Soldiers’ Home at Sawtelle, who 
has not missed a national encamp- 
ment, led a small group of veterans 
from the Home. Physical disabii- 
ity kept many others from making 
the trip. 

According to Commander Mar- 
tin, this year's encampment will in 
all probability be the last one held 
on the Pacific Coast, as the long 
trip from the East is considered too 
strenuous for the men who fought 
from 61 to ‘65 for the preservation 
ot the Union. 

While mest of the members of 
the delegation are well past the 
“three-score-and-ten” mark, vet to 
listen to the conversation before the 
train pulled out, one would almost 
have thought it a bunch of draft 


boys about to leave for overseas 
service. 
One of the most picturesque g- 


ures in the group last nicht was 
Mrs. Margaret Hayes of No. 1290 
East Forty-fifth street, one of the 
few commissioned Union nurses 
who saw two and one-half years of 
active service under Gen. Crant. 
Although 84 vears old, Mre. Hayes 
was one of the most active mem- 
bers of the delegation. Owing to 
the fact that the government is 
now in charge of the railroads a 
rate of 1 cent a mile wea made to 
the veterans, which enabled many 
to attend who could not have done 
so otherwise.

ARE CONFIRMED AFTER RE- 
VIEW AT WASHINGTON. 


A @ispute between two women 
over a quarter-section of valuable 
crange land near Bakersfield has 
resulted in a decision, favoring Mrs. 
Little D. Mason, being confirmed by 
‘the commissioner of the General 
Land (Office in Washington, D. C. 

The land comprises 160 acres, 
which was filed upon by Mrs. Mason 
on April 3, 1916. She filed her 
Arat, second and third proofs with- 
in one year by showing that she had 
acquired a half-interest In two wells 
for irrigation purposes as well as 
expended $1000 for improvements. 

Mrs. Adams filed a contest on 
April 6, 1917 claiming that Mrs. 
Mason had not expended the $1 per 
nere assessment as called for by 
law for irrigating. cultivating and 
reclaiming the land. The hear- 
ing was held on January 28, 1913, 
before Register Roche and Alex- 
ander Mitchell. receiver, and was 
continued to Bakersfield. There an 
amended complaint was filed by 
Mrs. Adame alleging that Mrs. Ma- 
non hed filed false proofs, on the 
ground that the land in question 
was not sneceptible to irrigation by 
wells or otherwise. 

The Local Land Office held that 
the land could be irrigated with 
pipes for orange growing, which 
was the purpose of Mrs. Mason in 
scquiring it. The contest was dis- 
missed and Mrs. Mason was held to 
be entitled to the land. A review of 
the case in Washington, confirming 
the findings of the Local Land Cf- 
fice, was received yesterday by Ben 
S Groves, register, and Mr. 
Mitchell.

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ANTS FOR WOMEN. | 
Although the women of one city in 

Tilinois petitioned the Council of their town 
to pass an ordinance forbidding the appear- 
ance in public of any of their sex in over 
alls, the Industrial Commission of the 
State is not so prudish—or is it finicky? 

That body has passed and adopted a se- 
ries of regulations concerning the women 
who are flooding the fleld of industry be- 
cause of the war. The members are blunt 
and direct after the manner of public serv- 
ice servants in time of crisis and, although 
they can make no hard and fast laws, their 
recommendations are emphatic and insist- 
ent. | 
Women having taken man’s vote and job 
must now complete the conquest by wear- 
ing his pants. Yes; that’s what they said. 
The wording of the regulation is as fol- 
lows: “It is recommended in relation to 
female operatives that where their hair is 
in danger of being caught in moving ma- 
chinery they shall wear caps or hair nets: 
that where their clothing is in danger of 
being caught in moving machinery they 
shall wear pants; that they wear shoes with 
low heels.” | 

Whether the factory girls will abide by 
the regulation is another matter, although 
many have accepted it. The regulators 
have a hard task about them when it com 
to the women, and especially when it 4 
with what they must or must not wear. 
But all their lives the skirts have had a 
secret admiration for the woman who was 
said to wear der husband's breeches, and 
now that the opportunity is thrust upon 
them they should accept it—unless they ex- 
ercise their inherent right to be contrary.

ALUE OF MILITARY TRAINING. 
Until eighteen months ago the Amer 
can who enlarged upon the benefits of 
wilitary training was likely to be cudgeled 
by the pacifists. Why, military training 
was militarism, and militarism was Kaiser- 
ism; young boys were taken into camp, 
kicked all over the parade ground by a 
sergeant shod with Sob-nails, and became 
so rapturously devoted to the life that 
they went about praying for a chance to 
shoot somebody. Those ideas belong to 
People scarcely remember 
them. Our nation has covered a great dis- 
tance since April, 1917. 
But some people are still a little nervous 
over our alleged “militarism.” They don't 
say much, but they intimate the fear that 


dedicated to war; and as suddenly they 
realized that they had been dozing along 
while great outrages against mankind were 
committed in Europe. The interests, the 
personal interests that had filled their 
whole lives, became trivial. They were 
fired with an inner flame; such terrifying 
things as the cold and icy slush of 
trenches, as wounds, as death, made no 
deep impression upon an imagination that 
had envisioned world issues. In the click 
of a second their lives were transformed. 
Rooted out of homelike comforts, they 
were set in Spartan barracks. They were 
taught to depend on themselves, not to 
complain of dlistered feet; to wash their 
own clothes; to walk through the mid- 
night hours with a heavy rifle atop the 
shoulder; to speak clearly and directly; 
to mingle with their felldws on a footing 
of clean, elementary manhood; to obey 
and promptly the lightest word of com- 
mand. Those things and more of a like 
nature comprise a liberal education that 
cannot be acquired unless a boy is willing, 
as few are, to forsake the paternal roof 
and go up and down the world roughing 
it; and not even then can there be Any 
thing like the fine physical and psychologt- . 
cal training that comes to young men in 
modern camp. 

Look at them walk along the street: 
headg up, shoulders squared, chests deep, 
eyes bright and steady, faces bronzed and 
drawn into strong, resolute lines. The 
boyish irresponsibility has vanished; to 
them life is earnest and they have learned 
to stand shoulder to shoulder with men 
and not to lean against the paternal door 
post. 

The most apparent benefit is the miracu- 
loug physique that they have developed; 
the most important is probably the self- 
dependence, clean man-to-man honor that 
has been brought out and emphasized. 
Talk of the brotherhood of man—so strong 
is it in the squad, in the company, in the 
regiment, in the brigade, in the army, that 
the Utopian ideals of visionaries do not 
even begin to approximate what there 
actually exists: and all that mutual friend- 
ship, devotion, loyalty centers on the flag, 
which is merely the symbol of the nation. 
Those boys have found values that trans- 
cend the absorptions of their previous 
years as the sun transcends the moon; and 
they could no more be transformed into 
a Prussian guard than a gentleshan can be 
changed into a blackguard. Officers speak 
with respect to American enlisted men, not 
only because the officers are intelligent 
and humane, but because the American 
soldier instinctively requires that he be 
treated as fhe man that he Is. 


FOR OUR SOLDIERS. 

The Imperial County Farm Bureau 
has passed a resolution favoring the ap- 
portionment of public land in that county 
to returning sailors and soldiers after the 
war. On the face of it, it sounds like a 
good idea. Not only in Imperial county, 
but in other .parts of California and in oth- 
er sections of the United States, there is 
enough land lying idle to feed millions of 
people if properly watered, drained and cul- 
tivated. Allowing for the big standing army 
which will doubtless be sustained in Amer 
ica for some time after the war, at least 
until the League of Nations shall have been 
consummated and placed on a practical ba- 
sis, there will be soldiers and sailors enough 
left to till millions of acres of land every 
year.

so many of their comrades are now “dying 
to make men free.” There is not a country 


on earth that will not find itself better, 


freer and happier for the great struggle, 
and not a branch of science, industry, learn- 
ing or true religion that will not have been 


increased in potency from the refining fire | 


through which tt mow ts passing. Perhaps 
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the two industries that will profit most will 
be shipping and agriculture. With land for 
all who would labor thereon and with the 
seas free to all who would engage in the 
transportation of the products of one coun- 
try to another there is no reason why Amer- 
ica should not continue to be the leading 
nation of the earth in wealth, in trade and 
in her beneficent influence upon the rest 
of the world. 


OH, YOU SUBTLE HINDENBURG! 


The German editor of the Gazette de Lor- 
raine has let the cat out of the bag. Amer- 
ican troops are in France solely because of 
a prearranged plan of Hindenburg, who has 
permitted American troopships to cross the 
Atlantic unmolested in order that he may 
cut them off later by submarines and starve 
out the Americans in France. The cutting 
off process is to come “after the Americans 
have suffered their first severe military de- 
feat.” 

“How,” asks the Tribune de Geneve, “can 
such colossally silly lucubrations be al- 
lowed to be exported in neutral countries?”
